The Subject of an Investigation by the Police 
and the Coroner. 


A rather remarkable case has been reported 
to the Coroner by Capt. Joyce of the Fourth 
Police District.

The Porte’s Cantious Reply to Russia—Prob-

Lonpon, September 9. is rnmored that 
Russia asked the Porte whether it was dis- 
posed to sanction the restoration of Alexan- 
der, and that the Porte replied that as the 
Prince in his recent astions totally ignored the 
Porte, Turkey would confime herself to sup- 
porting the decision of the Powers. 

ALEXANDER’S PAREWELL. 

TURN SEVERIN, September 9.—Prince Alexan- 
der, M. Stambuloff, M. Karaveloff, and nearly 
all the Bulgarian Ministers arrived here this 
morning in a yacht. Raumanlan troops re- 
ceived the Prince at the landing and lined tne 
route along which he passe@ to the railroad 
station. Alexander took leave of his Ministers 
and officers here. The farewell was very at- 
fecting. A Buigarian aid de-camp will ac- 
company Prince Alexander from here.

After the recent severe 
crises at home and abroad, order and quiet- 
ness in Bulgaria were necessary, Russia does 
not dream of lessening the independence she 
conquered for Bulgaria. 

ONLY A TRANSIENT DEPARTURE.

Paris, September 9.—An extraordinarily re- 
volting crime occurred yesterday afternoon in 
the Rue D’Albani. At No. 16 of this street lived 
& young woman called Leah Heritier, who, 
for some time, had as her protector a returned 
convict named Blanc. The pair had frequent 
disputes relative to money matters,the woman 
refusing to give up a certain sum that was 
demanded by Blanc. Because his mistress 
went to the police to complain Blanc beat her 
furiously. He burst into her room brandish- 
ing a huge knife and threatened to finish her. 
The ruffian then seized the woman, Knocked 
her down and kneeling on her chest severed 
her head from her body. A neighbor, who 
heard the noise, ran to the room and 
Blanc presented a revolver at him. 
The man immediately ran down to the street 


and on arriving there he saw a crowd of ex- 


cited people looking up at the house and 
clamoring loudly. Glancing upwards also, he 
was horrified to see the head of the murdered 
woman dangling by the hair from the shutters 
of the window of her room. At the window 
stood the murderer, grinning like some 
fiend at the horror-stricken people below. 
The police ran up-stairs, but before they ar- 
rived in the room Bianc had lodgea four bul- 
lets from his 1evolver into his own breast.

SHOT HIMSELF. 


A Chorus Girl’s Father sick and Despondent 
Kills Himself. 


Charies Vorce, an English musician, 65 years 
old, shot himself in the right temple this 
morning at 618 South Broadway, dying instant - 
ly. Vorce has found neither employment or 


pleasure in his art for years. Domestic 
trouble, alnng illness of his wife which 
terminated in death several years ago, and 
his own bad health confined to 
keep him down in the world. Hesuffered ter- 
ribly from rheumatism, which was aggra- 
vated by employment as watchinan 
in the Palace Theater and in Edwards 
theater, the Apollo on Fourth street.

The New York Relief Committee. 


New Tonk. September 9—At a meeting of the 
Charleston Relief Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce to-day Mr. Clyde reported that 
the Captain of the Delaware, who was an 
eye-witness to the scenes of suffering 
and misery during the first four days of 
the earthquake at Charleston, described the 
misery as touching in the extreme. The 
Captain said that but one half ot the particu- 
lars had been told. The general accounts 
bave been published, but they did 
not state the ways in which 
the people suffer, especially that the earth- 
quake struck at ali, rich and poor alike. Peo- 
ple well-to-do, having plenty of stores and 
supplies on hand, were cut off from 
their kitchens and «cellars by the 
danger attending an entrance into 
the dwelling houses, bence there were deli- 
cately nurtured people, without food and 
balf naked, forced to remain out ex- 
posed to the deadiy night air. For 
the four days the Delaware lay 
in the harbor ner captain had his ship 
full every night of sufferers. He fed all he 
could inthe daytime. The great need now 
Was money to buy supplies of food. The Tent 
Committee reported that the Acting Secretary 
of the Navy had notified them that 
there was a large amount of condemned 
canvas on hand in the department, which 
would be at the disposal of the committee. 
The Mayor of Charleston will be notified at 
once of this fact. Mr. V. M. Moore was added 
to the sub-committee on Charleston sufferers 
and made chairman. Additional subscrip- 
tions of $6,012 were reported to-day, making 
the amount $23,070.

CAUSE OF THE EARTHQUAKES, 


Prof. E. Stone Wiggins of Canada Gives an 
Interesting Explanation. 


NEW YORK, September9 —An Ottawa dis- 
patch to the Times says: Prof. E. Stone Wig- 
gins of this city has submitted documentary 
and other proofsto the Minister of Marine, 
going to show that he predicted, as far back as 
March of last year, the earthquakes which are 
prevailing inthe South. He also announced 
in the Ottawa Journal of May 13, last, 
thé approach of subterranean disturbances 


in the same locality. The Professor declared 
that the worst has not yet been reached ‘and 
claims that the greatest strain will be felt be- 
tween this period ana the miadle of October. 
The Southern States will again be visited by 
earthquakes and the disturbance will extend 
to California and South America. On being 
asked for bis reasons for niaking the predie- 
ane Wiggins said: ‘‘Earthquakes are caused 
y the shifting of the earth's center of gravity.

BOY INCENDIABIES. 


They Caused the Fires at the National Stock 
Yards—East St. Louis News. 


During the past two months there have been 
repeated attempts made to burn down the 
National stock yards, and two of the fires 
started by the incendiaries caused considera- 
bie loss although they were extinguished be- 
fore the flames bad communicated to 
any of the large packing houses, The 
perpetrators of these frequent out- 


rages remained entirely unknown until 
Tuesday night, when Mr. John Colly, the 
night wa at Whittaker’s pork-packing 
house, discovered several boys attemp to 
set the packing-house on fire. They ran at his 
approach, but he pursued and caught one of 
them, who proved to be his own son, Jack, a 
lad 2 14 years. Yesterday the father took 
the y to President Knox and made 
him confess. The boy acknowledged that 
he and two other boys named John Reed and 
Al Hopkins had kindled the fires which re- 
sul in the conflagiations on June 7 and 
August 2and 6, involving aloss of about $60,- 
000. Young Colly and the two 
boys on whom de  peached were 
locked up last night, and will have an exami- 
nation to-morrow morning. They say that the 
reason why they made the attempts to burn 
down the yards and packing-houses was that 
they were refused work. 

Yesterday afternoon a man came to the 
blacksmith shop of Pat Burns on Collinsville 
avenue and offered to sell a keg of White lead, 
which bore the stamp of the Southern White 
Lead Company of St. Louis. He offered it for 
about one-half its value and informed Buins 
that he would sell him 500 pounds 
more if he wanted it. Burns 
suspected that the man, who was of a tramp- 
ishf ap ance, did not come by the lead 
honestly and notified the police. The fellow 
was arrested, and gave his name as Francis 
Donnally. As he had been seen 
to come from the high weeds 
near the C. B. and Q. track. Officers 
Mahoney and éanty went outthereto makea 
search and found ten other tramps, but dis- 
covered no more white lead. They took them 
allinto custody, but all were released this 
morning without any notification having been 
sent to the Southern White Lead Company to 
ascertain whether the key had been stolen 
from their establishment.

A Californian’s Praise of the St. Louis Ex- 
position and Eastern Enterprise.

The Bond Calis.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 9.—Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild said to- 
day that the next compulsory bond oa would 
not be made before the 15th inst. In speaking 


of the recent order the Secretary said the 
bonds had come in quite rapidly for a few 
daye but had sufidenty stopped. I do not 
think many more will come in at all,“ said the 
Secretary. Inquiry at Treasurer Jordan's of- 
fice demonstrated that the bonds had practi- 
cally stopped coming in. There were ouly 
$1,000 presented to-day, and the sum total] thus 
far is $758,000. The reason of this is thought to 
be that the rice of these bonds has 
slightly advan , but they don’t now sell for 
more than the Treasury pays for them. The 
next call, it is thought, will take off this slight 
advance. The bonds came in so rapidiy at 
first thatit was thought by some of the offi- 
cials that several millions would be pre- 
sented, but it is now seen that 
the limit is very soon reached of those who 
make a voluntary surrender of bonds. Mr. 
Fairchild is thoroughly settled in the policy of 
calling the 3 per cent bonds and the calls will 
roceed as rapidly as they can with safety. 
t is believed at the Treasury that if 
one kind of currency is contracted 
it may have a tendencyto call out another 
from the 1 vault. More than $2,000,000 
a month of silver is being coined under the 
compulsory act, and it remains in Freat part 
with other millions in the vaults.

The English Farmer states that the probable

in other words, the wheat crop of 1886 is 92 
— cent, against 104 in 1885, 107 in 1884, 94 in 
883 and. 55 in 1882. The average yield per acre

reduced wheat breadth this year there is to be 
expected a crop of 58,984,000 bushels. The in- 
ference is that the United Kingdom will have 
to import 94,000,000 bushels wheat, or its 
equivalent in wheat and flour, 
previous to September 1887.

Two brokers are ap- 
parently trying to hold the market down, 
while others are buyiug, presumably for eitber 
Armour or Cudahy.’’——New York exporters, 
itis claimed, are long about 5, 000, 00 bu 
wheat in that market for foreign 
account and this amount is likely 
to be shipped in addition to what may be taken 
on new orders from now on. But these ship- 
pers generally say that export demand will 
not be heavy again until January.—Leopold 
Bloom of Chicago is a plunger, and this 
morning he did an act on the bull side of 
wheat. His purchases of October were overa 
million bu, of which 500,000 in one lump 
came from Nat Jones. Afterward the bears 
were gunning for Mr. Bloom, as his reputation 
is that of a scalper who can stand prosperity, 
but who runs ve quickly from a loss.—— 
N. 8. Jones of Chicago says: ‘‘I feel that 
wheat, corn and pork is a sale. Cables that 
are authoritative show that farmers are free 
sellers abroad and that the foreign shortage 
has been overestimated. I feel that there 
is going to be a bad break in grain.’’ 
——‘‘Monks of Liverpool, who is about the 
largest handler of Indian wheat,’’ remarked 

, Ewald, said to me: ‘Mr. Ewald, they 
say our English crop is a poor one, and I be- 
lieve it is below the average, but our millers 
are buying wheat freely from the farmers and 
we can only sell them enough foreign wheat 
for mixing purposes. No one has any 
idea how large our last year’s 
wheat crop was.’

Except about 100,000 bu corn, no 
grain is being exported from this 
market. —— Provision brokers again 
had a busy day ot it to-day. Their sales of 
up-country dry salt meats late yesterday and 
up to o’clock to-day were 825,000 
Ds, and at a graduaily rising scale of 
prices, too. Winter o’ribs sold as high 
us 7.05c cost and freight here, and summer for 
spot and for last half September and first haif 
October at 7c, while short clears, which 
brought 7. 150 late yesterday, could not be 
bought below 788 0 to-day, and extra summer 
sold at 7¥%c vost and freight. M. A. 
Bowles received a telegram from Armour 
which stated that this would be cheapest day 
onthe crop.— Conner Bros. to-day bought 
one lot of bran from 
Duncan at the mill.—— 
W. 8. Bartley took 100 tons tallow for Euro- 
pean export.——New York reported 20 loads 
wheat taken for export to 1 o’clock.—Red- 
mond Cleary & Co. received to-day an 
orierfrom Boumphrey of Liverpoolto buy 
24,000 bu corn at 20s 3d o. i. f. at Liverpool. 

W beat—The strength that closed yesterday’s 
market had entirely evaporated by this morn- 
ing. There was nothing from zurope that 
indicated an chance for a scrimmage 
between the Powers, but, on the contrary, 
consols were ¥ higher; the export purchases 
at New York turned out to be chiefly posted or 
ungraded wheat, and market cables were 
featureless and unsatisfactory. The public 
cable was firm, and reported weather 
unsettied, but private advices were dull and 
weak, with warm weather rated in England. 
As receipts continue liberal, the old bear 
feeling revived, considerable long wheat 
came out for sale and a decline 
was the result. After the noon call came ad- 
vices of 20 loads taken for exportin New York, 
which caused the market to short up rapidly, 
such was the scramble to buy, but late 
it fell back again, and the close was weak at 
ale below yesterday. October sold at once 
to 78e, closing at 7840; Novem- 
ber at 81%@%&c to 80%c, closing at Sle; 
December at 83%c to 82%c, closing 
at 82%ec bid; May at 9. ½ to 91¥%c, and at close 
91%c bid.

As reported in the Post-D1sPaTca last even- 
ing the Republican Convention of the Eight- 
eenth Illinois District met yesterday morning 
at Alton, and after appointing committees on 
resolutions, credentials and permanent or- 
ganization adjourned until 2:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon.

IE AMERICA’S CUP. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE TROPHY 
FOUGHT FOR BY MANY YACHTS. 


Gen. Pajne Makes a Bold Proposition to 
Lieut. Henn—Suggestion that Beach Fears 
Hanlan—Base Ball Scores and Scorers—St. 
Louis Wins Three Games—Chat of the Dia- 
mond F rospects for a Great Bunning 
Race. 


Everybody has heard of the celebrated 
America Cup for which the Galatea and May- 
flower are now racing. Ite bistory has deen 
often related, bnt as often forgotten by thou- 
sands. The trophy was given by the Royal 
Lacht Squadron in May of 1851 for a race 
around the Isle of Wight. It was valued at 
£100, commonly called the ‘‘Queen's Cup,. 
and was open to challenge from any 
„recognized“ yacht club of the world. 
The schooner yacht America, now 
owned by Gen. Benjamin F. But- 
ler, was then the property of Commodore 
J. C. Stevens and several others of the New 
York Yacht Club. she had been built by 
George Stern, and registered in Custom-house 
tonnage 170 tons. The vessel’s rig was similar 
to the Sandy Hook pilot boats of to day, for 
she carried no foretopmast. But also unlike 
the latter style of craft, she displayed no boom 
on her foresail, the canvas on the foremast 
resembling a spencer. She traveled to Eng- 
land to contest for this cup, vow’ bp 
ueer appearance made her the su 0 
Wuch ri leule. The race was sailed on Fri. 
day, August 22, of 1854, and fourteen crack 
poats of Great Britain cnme to the starting 
line, The course was eighty-one miles. The 
America was never headed, and arrived at 
the home stakeboat eight minutes in advance 
of the cutter Aurora. She carried away her 
Un. truggie. The net race for the 
d- boom in the strugé 
cup was on August 8. 1870, when the English 
yacht Cambria, owned by James Ashvury, 
was the challenger forthe trophy. He repre- 
sented the Royal Thames Yaoht Ciub. There 
were eighteen starters, though twenty-four 
yachts had entered. These included all man- 
ner of boata, from J. Van Shaick’s thirty-ton 
Jessie to J. Gordon Bennett’s Dauntless of 268 
tons. The America was entered by the United 
States Government, which then owned ber, 
The course was from off Clifton to and around 
gandy Hook Lightship... Mr. Franklin Osgood’s 
Magic waa the defender, finishing firat, the 
Dauntless second, Idler third and America 
fourth. The Cambria was eighth on the list. 

Mr. Ashbury returned home and built the 
ton schooner Livonia. The six months’ 
notice was waived, and Mr. Ashbury had the 
consummate cheek to ask that his craft be 

ermitted to sail one race for every club of 
ngland. This request created a small war, 
but the controversy was finally settled by an 
agreement between the New YorkCiub and 
Mr. Ashbury to sail a series of seven races, 
the winner of four of that number to be 
awarded the prize. Mr. Ashbury was then 
commander of the: Royal Harwich Ciub. The 
New York Club made every concession to the 
challenger in these races. The rst race was 
sailed October 16, 1871, over the inside course. 
The Columbia, a new schooner of 220 tons, 
puilt for Franklin Osgood, former owner of 
the Magic, was chosen to meet the visitor this 
day. She beat her 27 minutes 4 seconds, cor- 
‘rected time. 

The second event was decided on the out- 
side course, twenty miles to windward and 
return, on October 18. The Columbia was 
again selected, and finished 11 minutes 33% 
seconds corrected time in advance of her 
rival. The third race was sailed on October 
19. The Livonia won by 15 minutes 10 seconds 
corrected time, The Columbia was her oppo- 
nent, and lost the battle through her steerin 
gear being carried away. The fourth race o 
the series took place on October 21. The 
Sanpnho—schooner of 310 tons—was the vessel 
chosen to meet the Britisher. She beat the 
Livonia by 30 minutes 22 seconds aetual time. 
Ide ifth and final race of thie series was sailed 
on October 23. Againthe Sappho bested the 
chilenger, but this time by 25 minutes 27 sec- 
onds corrected time. 

In 1875 Maj. Gifford of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht Club came as a seeker of the glorious 
prize, He named the 138-ton sghooner Count- 
essot Dufferin. The first of the series of races 

was sailed on August II, 1876, over the inside 
course. The Madeline, of 151 tons, was asked 
todefendthe cup. She won the first race by 
minutes 89 seconds, and the second by 25 
minutes corrected time. 

Another interval of flve years elapsed. and 
Capt. Cuthbert of the Bay of Quinte Yacht 
Gad issued a challenge. He named the sloop 
S‘ulanta. Thesloop Pocahontas was built to 
dert the claimant, and was defeated by the 
oops Mischief and Gracie in the preliminary 
ces. The Mischief was chosen. She won 
le first race November 9, 1881, beating the 
Vsitor, A‘slanta, by 28 min, sec.

A MODERN WANDERING JEW. 


An Indianian Whose Peculiar Destiny Is to 
Walk Incessantly. 


ono, September 9.—A special to the 
Times from Marion, Ind., says: One of the 
gtranyest penaities that eccentric fate has ever 
inflicted upon a member of the human family 
is shown ln the case of John Snyder, who re- 
sides at Mile Grove, a small station thirty 
miles east of here. His peculiar destiny is 
that he must not stop walking until he walks 
into the grave. Snyder’s strange 
affliction dates back to a little 
over two years ago. At that time he 
became the victim of some sort of nervous 
complaint from which he found relief in a 
measure by walking until completely ex- 
hausted. His strange malady became more 
and more aggravated, and he would get up in 
the midale of then ght and walk five, ten aud 
fifteen miie~ beiore sufficiently -exhausted 4 


sleep. Then he would walk twen- 
ty-iour hours on a stretch. It 
16 asserted on unquestionable authority 


that the entire time ein the last year he has 
been off his feet would not aggregate over 
three or four hours. Eating and sleeping in 
dayliguit and darkness, he keeps up hie tire- 
less and perpetual tramp, tramp, tramp. 
Around his house is a beaten path nearly a 
foot deep, worn by months of incessant walk. 
ing. He goes ut a steady gait of u little over 
three miles an hour, seventy-iour miles 
every twenty-four hours, 5618 miles each week, 
2,220 miles a month, 27,000 miles a year. 
In the last two years he has walked far enough 
to twice encircie the globe. Two years ago be 
was believed to be insane and was sent to the 
asyluin at Indianapolis. aAiter a short con- 
finement it was shown that he was not a sub- 
ject tor mental treatment and was released. 
A distinguished authority on nervous diseases 
„ gave as his opinion at the time that if Snyder 
was to be bvund hand and foot he 
become a raving maniac and 
in a few hours. He has 
walked ever since and cannot stop. If he 
halts for a few seconds his legs become 
cruinped and exhibit convulsive tendencies, 
and tuere is no rest or relief but to continue 
his tramp. A strange feature is related in con- 
nection with his pedestrian tendency. A 
few months avo he was put to sleep in are- 
cumbent position by the use of opiates. On 
waking he was sv surcharged with the demon 
of disquiet that he sprang up and ran for 
five hours at a rate of twelve miles an 
hour, when he again lapsed into his 
accustoined gait, which he hus since main. 
tained without interruption. Snyderis about 
60 years old and hus u large family. In other 
respects his bealth is good, and aside from a 
haggard and haunted expression, there is 
nothing unusual in his appearance. His step 
lacks spring and sprightiiness, and gives the 
impression of sore feet and almost intolerabie 
weuriness. Ail belief that his mild rage is an 
assumed one hus long since been dissipated. 
His case is a remarkable one and ls apparent- 
ly beyoud the ken of physicians or scientists.

GOWEN’S SCHEME. 


THE VAST SUMS INVESTED BY A RAILROAD 
IN COAL MINKS. | 


Colliery After Colliery Gobbled by the Phila- 
delphia & Reading Railway Company Un- 
der Franklin B. Gowen’s Man zement— 
Abandoned Mines Discovered to Be Full 
of Vast Deposits--Crippled with Debts to 
Control the Coa) Output. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., September 9.—Long before 
Franklin B. Gowen became president of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Company he 
was considered in this region a man of extraor- 
diuary ability. Immersed as be bas been for 
years in business operations of gigantic pro- 
portions, he may have almost forgotten that he 
was once District Attorney of Schuylkill County 
and livedin this place, the county capital. 
The fact is fresh, however, inthe memory of 
residents of the county who were wontto 
prophesy that he would eventually take a 
prominent part in the government of the State 
or Nation. When he jumped from politics into 
business, many predicted it would be a fail- 
ure. He had not scored a success as a coal 
operator. He lost money while men, who 
were mentally his inferiors, made it. The 
Philadelphia & Reading Railroad’ was in 
pretty good shape when Mr. Gowen became its 


president. Its property was of small value, 
compared with what it is to-day, 
but so were its debts. Once the 


head of a powerful corporation, he found him- 
self in a position to prosecute plans that as an 
individual were beyond his reach. He wanted 
tonnage for the road. The Gountry through 
which the road ran could furnish a small 
amount of ordinary freight. Mr. Gowen saw 
that it must principally depend on coal. Under 
any circumstances he was certain of receivinga 
certain share of the anthracite coal output. He 
wanted a monopoly. Othe: roads, he felt, would 
tap the rich Schuylkill region and capture its 
freight or compete with him in the race for it. 
Against such acontingency he must provide. 
When he undertook the management 
of the Philadelphia & Reading Company, indi- 


vidual operators were as numerous in the 
Schuylkill region as they are scarce to-day. 
These men were induced to retire trom busi- 
ness. Many of them did so when fortunes 
were made in the mining of coal. They were 
offered prices for their coilieries which, even in 
the midst of a boom that seemed likely to last 
for years, it would huve been folly to refuse. 
In those days dollars were as plentiful as coal 
in the region.

ina few years. The miners, the men who had 
dug coal, made wages that seem fabuious to 
the miners of to-day. The probiem that 
occupied the mind of the operator 
was, ‘*How sball lincrease my production?“ 
The question of wages did not trouble him, 
Mr. Gowen was aware of all this and saw mill 
ions in it for his corporation it he could cap- 
ture the coal mines. He hud the will and the 
inoney. Colliery after colliery was gobbied 
by the company until there remained but very 
few in the region uncontrolled by the Phila- 
delphia & Reading Company. A majority of 
the mines were bought at war prices. As much 
us $500,000 was paid for a single colliery. The 
prices paid oiten seemed startlingly high, even 
to men who understood Mr. Gowen's object. 
The others considered the price of 
the coul inflated and the capacity of 
the anthracite region far beyond the 
demand. Mr. Gowen’s scheme seemed the 
wildest folly. The Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad Company hus paid dearly tor its 
President's enterprise, and, ‘as at present 
constituted, muy never realize 6n his invest- 
ments, but as the years slip wi it becomes 
more evident that Mr. Gowen simply secured at 
an enormous price property which could have 
since been bought at iower figures. Withina 
short time, however, it has become quite evi- 
dent that his opinion of the gf teeth oan ag of 
the region was correct, and if high prices for 


cases he paid big money for poor collieries is 
not denied to-day by some of his supporters, 
and that he sank immense sums in useless en- 
terprises is also admitted. Butamong men

To-day it is shipping 200 cars or 1,200 tons per 
day. hey timply know more about mining 
in the anthracite oval region to day than 
they did ten or fifteen years ago. For 
these changes the land owners huve to thank 
the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Company. 
Individual operators, as a rule, mined coai for 
the present. They thought little of the future. 
They desired to make as much money, that is, 
mine as much coal as possible ina given time, 
Through this reckless and extravagant mode 
of wining it was demonstrated that two- 
thirds ot the coal m.ned never reached the 
coal market. The bulk of it was either thrown 
on the culin bank or it was leitin the ground, 
The condition ot the Shenandoah City Coliiery 
when it changed hands seven years ago is a 


case in point. It is not to be supposed 
thut tbe company licased it in the 
| belief that it was worked out. 


Operators and miners smiled, however, when 
the district superintendent, after a thorough 
exXaminat.on of these workings, said the old 
colliery would produce at least 

A HALF MILLION TONS OF COAL. 

It has been discovered that it has produced 
since he took charge of it 475,000tons.

presence was unsuspected by the individual 
operators, who decided that the signs simply 
indicated a fault, and were nothing more than 
dirt. The Skidmore vein was also lately lo- 
cated. The company has sunk a new inside 
slope of 1,000 feet on the Mammoth. The fcol- 
liery is in such a shape to-day that the Dis- 
trict Superintendent, J. H. Williams, con- 
siders its capacity equal to 1,000 tons a day for 
twenty-five to forty years. Two years ago 
Heckscher & Co. sold the lease of Kohinoor 
Colliery tu the Philadelphia & Reading Com- 
pany. This mine has long been one of the 
most celebrated collieries in Pennsyivania. 
The mainmoth vein at this oint 
was of great thickness and of magn.ficent 
quality. The Kohinoor quickly made a repu- 
tation and millions of tons of coal that were 
never in sight of its workings have been sold 
as Kohinoor. The colliery was furnished 
with the latest and most expensive machinery. 
Unusuul care was taken in the preparation of 
the coal, and none was sent to market that 
did not shine like jet, or was as clean as the 
most careful methods could makeit. Itis 
claimed that Heckscher & Co. 
MADE $150,000 OUT OF IT. 

A few years azo they concluded that the mine 
was worked out, and two years ago thought 
they bad made a nice thing of it by cole out 
to the R ading Company for $250,000, The re- 
sult shows in a marked degree the difference 
between the methods of individual operators 
and the Reading Company. Heckscher & Co. 
depended to a great extent for their informa- 
tion of the resources of the colliery upon their 
superintendent and his aids. Had the latter 
not said that the mine was no longer produc- 
tive, Heckscher & Co. would to-day be oper- 
ating it. That the firm would be glad to take 
it off the hands of the company and pay a 
handsome price for the privi exe is well un- 
derstood. The company’s Officials advised 
the purchase of tie 828 just as 
Heckscher & Co. made the sale with their eyes 
open, The former, however, used their eyes 
to great advantage, for they saw at a glance 
that the capacity of the mine had not been 
fully tested; in fact that it was capable of 
doing much more than Heckscher & Co. 
seemed to think. The company’s first dis. 
covery was that 50,000 tons of loose coal had 
been abandoned through fear of gas. A work- 
ing had been abandoned simnly because some 
men had been burned and killed by an ex- 
plosion of gas, by no means 80 uncom- 
mon an affair as to warrant abandon- 
ment, particularily with a couple of 
bundred thousand dollars worth of 
salable property insight. The gangways have 
been opened and ventilated and the company 
is now ready to take out this abandoned coal. 
To the cowpany it is a rich windfall. When 
Heckscher & Co. operated the coiliery there 
was an explosion in the lower lift in which a 
boss was burned. By his orders the rails were 
taken up, and it became plied with water. 
The working has been renewed and init was 
found the mammvth vein in all its purity and 
in sufficient quuntity to last for years. 
In less than tw» years 220,000 tons 
huve deen taken out of the mine 
and the loss would scarcely be 
missed. The Buck Mountain vein has not 
been cut, but is known to exist on the lease, 
as it hus been worked in Keeley Run colliery. 
There is a lift of over 2,400 feet on the Buck 
Mountain vein, and, like the seven-foot, it is 
in the old shalt No. 1 Shaft No. 2, the Holmes 
vein, was worked fora year before the Read 
ing Company got it. It was considered 
worked out and the 8 ald nothing 
tor it. Enough coal has been developed in 
this shaft to operate the colliery at the 
rate of tons a day for ten 
vears, The officials consider this shait 
worth more than it paid for the entire colliery. 
The claim bas often been made that the Phil 
delphia & Rvading Company would be in first- 
Class shape were it not for the coal company. 
The latter has always been condemned by the 
railroad’s friends as 

AN INCUBUS, 

They apparently forget that if it were not for 
the coai property of the road the latter would 
have comparatively little business. For years 
it das been argued that the Reading would 
never see daylizht until its coal interests were 
disposed of to private operators. Mr. Gowen 
is not ready to entertalu such a proposition, us 
he still hopes that his coal —— will 
prove valuable enough to put the company on 
ts feet. Though time has proved that these 
purchases would have been in a strong market 
worth all they cost, it is beyond their capacity 
to wipe out the debt piled on them by misman- 
agement. In spite of low prices there ls money 
in the coal business to-day, but not for the 
Reading Company. Its debt had become 
mountainous before it was discovered that a 
corporation should be able to operate a 
colliery at as little, if not less expense, than 
an individual. To-day it operates only its best 
paving collieries, but before it decided upon
